ber companies in Akron, Ohio, has 
placed on its . payroll six hundred 
people who can neither

speak, and these handicapped .in-

group in the entire organization. 
About this group of actual work- 
ers is g-atherea as many more o£ their 
kind, dependents upon 
them; and 
thus there has developed at Akron 
the larg-est colony of "silents" that ia 
to be tound in the -industrial life o( 
the nation. 
They take their places 
as Independent, self-reliant citizens, 
who ask no more indulgence than do 
the best equipped members of so- 
ciety.
